This evidence comes from the sec- 
ular paintings ulone, but the infer- 
ence to be drawn from it is of 
wider application: that Titian was 
an instinctive artist, who buile up 
his pictures on the canvas before 
him and whose compositions: were 
no more than loosely tethered to a 
preexisting graphic scheme. It wus 
this that led Michelangelo to make 
his famous criticism of Titian's 
“Danae”, that "era un peccato che 
a Vinezia_non s'imparasse da prin- 
cipie a disegnare bene, e che nan 
avessono que’ pittori miglior modo 
nello studio” (the duuble sense 
of the word “ diseguare" makes the 
senteuce untranslatable). In supply- 
ing Schastiano del Piombo with 
tightly constructed, closely cerebra- 
ted groups for the “Raising of 
Lazarus” in the National Gallery, 
Michelangelo endeavoured io cor. 
rect what was, in his view, the 
fundamental weakness of Venetian- 
trained High Renaissance artists. 
Historically, however, dependence 
upon intuition was ἃ yreater 
strength than he supposed.

first modern artist, 


Certainly he was the first artist 
tv explore, systematically and in 
their full deprh, the descriptive pos- 
sibilities of paint, He was perenially 
concerned with the elusive phenom- 
enon of water, witness the trickle 
from the sarcophagus in the 
“Sacred and Profaue Love”, the 
sea that surrounds the “ Venus Ana- 
dyomene™ at Edinburgh, the foun- 
tain of the “Diona and Callisto”, 
the turbulent waves of the “ Per. 
seus and Andromeda” and the 
splashing surf of the “ Europa”. He 
was concerned with flowers and 
Foliage. Algarotti declared that the 
differentiation of leaves and planes 
in the “Death of St Peter Murtyr™ 
were such “ asto excite the admira- 
tion of a Botanist,” and the iris in
